Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 has been 
amended to recite that the inlet which is located in a plane is non-symmetrical with respect to aU 
axes lying in the plane. Hashimoto 2004/0123978 and Japanese Patent 55-69,799 are the closest 
art of record and disclose fans with non-symmetric inlets, but do not disclose that the inlet which 
is located in a plane is non-symmetrical with respect to all axes lying in the plane. None of the 
prior art of record discloses or suggests this feature.
